Who 18 REsPoNsiBLe ‘TO THK NEGRO ? 
We have already published in these col- 
umns the action and the’ vote of the Con- 
vention, on the question of negro office 
holding, which shows clearly to every 
honest mind that it. was the intention of 
the Convention, or at least the white mem- 
bers of it, to withhold frum the negro the 
right to hold office. 

If the action of the 14th of February, 
striking out the 10th Section: was equiya- 
cal and ambiguous, the debate in the Rad- 
ical caucus the night of the 13th, in the 
City Hall and the conclusion to which the 
caucus came, stripped the proposition to 
strike out, and the striking out itself of al) 
doubtful meaning and all vagueness of 
purpose, 

There were forty-four Radical members 
of the Convention. who had resolved to 
bolt the Convention and abandon the 
party, ifthe negro was made eligible to 
office. The views of these FORTY-FOUR 
were well known to the party, and the 
caucus was held in consequence thereof. 
Governor Brown and other leaders of the 
party, outside of the Convention, held 
similar views and were invited to the 
caucus. In that caucus Brown spoke in 
terms of positive disapproval of the propo- 
sition to enable the negro to hold oflice, 
and announced his determination to aban- 
don the party, in the event of the passage 
of the 10th section, and to stump the 
State against the adoption of the Con- 
stitution. Many outside leaders, and 
the eaid Forty-rour coincided with 
Brown's views and threats, and the caucus 
resolved to strike out the section. The ne- 
gro members were not invited to, or pres- 
ent in that caucus, but another caucus was 
called fur them, and a counsellor found in 
the person of Langston, the Ohio colored 
speaker, to advise them to vote to strike 
out. 

Now, whether the negro was deliberate- 
ly and purposely deceived or not, makes 
no difference so far as the responsibility of 
turning him out of the Legislature is con- 
cerned. It is very certain that he was in- 
tentionally and adroitly denied the right 
toaseat by his own party for party pur- 
poses; andthat he was inveigled by his 
pretended friends to vote himself ineligi- 
ble and untit to hold office. By a vote of 
126 to 12 the-10th section was stricken out. 
and the white Radicals of the Couvention 
shouldered the responsibility. If they 
were responsible then they are responsible 
now, and they shall not shift that respon- 
sibility to the shoulders of honest men, 
who, under oath to support that action. 
yoted to vacate the seats occupied by free 
persons of color in the present Legisla- 
ture.

Mr. WOUTEN objectea to the second section 
because, under it, » man might have ten thousand 
dollars in his pocket, and make. application for 
the benefits of this Homestead w. and his 
creditors be cheated outof their just rights. He 
wished to make the person taking advantage of 
the Homestead laws, tile a schedule of all his 
property over and above the amount de-ignated in 
this law. 

Mr HOLCOMBE sai he was opposed to this 
law when in the Convention, because he thought 
it was too large. Any man th:t would take ad- 
vantage of the law when he had monry in his 
pocket, would be apt to perjare himself when the 
opportunity offered. He was in favor of the bili 
us it nuw stood 

Mr. CANDLER thought it was rather late in 
the day for objections to the Constitution. He 
thought that the objections urged by the >-enator 
from the ‘ith, (Mr. Wooten.) were weil taken. 

Mr. MERRELL. I b*tieve itis generally admit- 
ted by all parties that the provision in the Home- 
stead law is too large, but as it is a constitutional 
orovision *t is useless to discus. it. The debtor 
ia the right to nave the provision of this clause 
of the Constitution; but when we pass this bi 1 we 
should throw such safeguards around the law that 
the creditor may not be deprived of his just rights. 
Now, how can acreditor know what the debtor 
has when he cavi ats the action, if he wishes to do 
so?

for its passage, not so much as @: peremto- 
ry mule, as the recognition of a principle. 
hey feel as [ know, that the labor of one- 
third part of a day, (or twenty-four hours, 
if you choose,) aught to be sufiicient to 
give daily bread, and keep the world in- 
dustriously moving. They believe, fally. 
that the experiment will not only result in 


their advantage, morally, socially, and in-| 


tellectually, as well as pecunuarily, but that 
the interest of capital, as represented by 
employers will be benefitted in the end. 

A very potent reason for the passage of 
this bill, is, that there may bea unitorm 
standard through the State governing 
manual labor, and manufacturing employ- 
ees. In most of the States, ten hours is re- 
garded as a days work. But, I find by con- 
sulting [rwin’s Code, that, there is no ten 
hour rule to apply even to our public 
works. Section 1,875 most positively de- 
elares the hours of labor shall be “from sun | 
rise to sun sei,” except the time allowed for 
meals, which the boss may limit to his own 
discretion. And, without impugning the 
honesty of the motives of the framers otf 
that law, 1 am forced by every philosophic 
consideration to pronounce such a statute 
as brutal, and as initnical to the freedom 
and hap iness of the laborer, as the worse 
forms of slavery ever were. Custom, how- 
ever, in sev districts of -our State. has, 
by: common consent, fixed the hours of a 
day’s work, ‘ranging respectfully from 
eleven to twelve, and from sunrise io sun- 
set, and in the winter season from day 
dawn to night dawn. So adverse are these 
customs that in casés where a man has en- 
gaged to work for another by the day, with- 
out a contract specifying the precise num- 
ber of hours, le is obliged in the event ofa 
controversy, to place experts on the stand
